Art and Politics 

Kirsten Flagstad is said to have suffered 
a rough experience in Philadelphia the other 
night where pickets paraded before the hall 
in which she was to sing and objectors with- 
in the hall dropped stench bombs and booed 
the artist. 

All this disturbance was due to the fact 
that Flagstad returned to her native Norway 


during the war and is alleged to have been 


a Nazi sympathizer. 

Similarly Paul Robeson was forbidden 
to give a concert in another American city 
because of his Communist activities. 

It is quite right and proper for the 
public to rebuke those whose political ac- 
tivities are a menace to the democratic way 
of life. But it is to be devoutly hoped that 
this process does not degenerate into a 
witch-hunt. 

Artists, of course, are within their rights 
in holding whatever political opinions they 
choose. And North Americans surely will 
not be so bigotted as to reject great art 
because there is some remote context of an 
unpopular political belief. 

It would be a very great pity if sen- 
sible men and women: should travel back 
to the wartime bigotry that was inclined to 
boycott all art with an unpopular national 
label. 

There is, incidentally, a great dea! of dif- 
ference between the case of Paul Robeson 
and the case of Kirsten Flagstad. Robeson, 
by his own admission, is a Communist agi- 
tator first and a great artist second. Flagstad, 
whatever her past indiscretions may have 
been, appears to be engaged in no political 
activity at present.

| German farmers or with the Polish farmers 
who took over their land. 

It can be taken for granted that Russia 
will not give back all the Polish territory 
it appropriated, and that Poland will not give 
back all the German territory it took as 
compensation. But this is not to say there 
| could not be a stabilizing compromise if 
Warsaw and Moscow were willing to concede 
something in the name of humanity.

A special parliamentary commit- 
tee is discussing the question of 
what is to be done with the $6,000, 
000 at present standing to the credit 
of service canteen funds. One of 
the proposals which has been made 
is that instead of setting up three 
different funds, one for each of 
the armed forces, all the monies 
be consolidated into one United 
Services Fund. 

This seems to me to be an emin- 
ently sensible and acceptable sug- 
gestion. I cannot see much sense 
in setting up three sets of com- 
mittees where one would do, It 
would also prevent any of the dis- 
sention which would be bound to 
atise if three different bodies were 
dealing separately with similar 
cases. And it would prevent the 
necessity of having the three 
services squabbling over details as 
té how the money should be 
divided.

AT THE PRESENT time there is 
an understandable tendency for 
veterans of the three services to 
want to hold themselves separate 
from one another. This is a natural 
result of the high morale which 
existed in them and which was 
based on’ the belief, common to 
all services, that,the particuiar 
branch to which he belongs was 
the most important of the three.

difficult to obtain assistance,

DURING THE rehabilitation 
period sterling service was ren- 
dered to both Canada and our 
veterans by citizens’ rehabilitation 
committees.

If it is not the 
government that is destroying this 
purchasing-power, who is it? 

Mr. Krug thinks that the govern- 
ment could pay off the whole 
national debt by issuing “new” 
money, in some form or other, to 
cover the amount of the debt. At 
least I take that to be what he 
means by the phrase, “refinancing 
through the Bank of Canada.” He 
evidently believes that this would 
not cause inflation. He is of course 


| aware that all the leading officials 


of the Department of Finance, the 
Bank of Canada and the chartered 
banks éhink it would. But he con- 
siders that his opinion outweighs 
the opinions of all the aforemen- 
tioned officials rolled into one. 
Doubtless one should preserve a4 
healthy independence of mind; and 


| not allow oneself to be too much 


dominated by the opinions of ex- 
perts, real or supposed. But what 
has Mr. Krug done that the people 
of Canada should place such im- 
mense confidence in his advice?
